SCHOOL REPORT. 


_ Tue School Board in making their report for the year just 
ended, would say, that the condition of the schools, for the 
most part, has been quite satisfactory. The teachers, in 
general, have been competent and successful in their work, 
and commendable progress has been made in the several 
branches of study. ‘The schools have all been visited by 
members of the Board from two to four times during each 
term, also by a larger number of parents and other friends 
than usual. While it is matter of regret that so many of the 
scholars have not been so regular in their attendance, or so 
diligent in their studies as they might have been, it is a mat- 
ter of congratulation that there has been no great interrup- 
tion of the schools by prevailing sickness, though the pre- 
valence of whooping cough has kept quite a number of 
children at home during the Winter term. 

The Grammar School, during the year, has had two teach- 
ers,—Miss Mary L. Nims and Miss R. J. Co_surn, the for- 
mer had charge of the school during the Summer and Au- 
tumn, and the latter during the Winter. The number of 
weeks instruction was within a fraction of 30; the average 
number of pupils for the three terms was 31; the whole num- 
ber for the first term being 30; for the second term 37; for 
he third term 26; the average daily attendance for the year, 
26; the number of pupils that have not been absent or tardy 
were for the first term 14; for the second term 14; for the 
third term 6. This school has been visited by members of 
the School Board—one or more 


eleven times during the 
year; also by parents of the scholars and others, in all thirty- 
four, which is a considerable advance on some former years.

Nortu Primary SCHOOL. 


The teacher, Miss Aspie Baker, to the regret of all, did 
not quite complete the school year, having been called to 
another position about three weeks before the close of the 
Winter term.. Mrs. WrtittAm PARKER was engaged to take 
her place, but on account of ill health, she was unable to 
complete the term. The number of weeks instruction was 
about 28; the whole number of pupils registered was for the 
first term 35; for the second term 42; for the third term 28 ; 
average daily attendance 28; number of visits by the school 
board during the year 7; number of visits by parents and 
others 45. 

SoutH PrRimMARY SCHOOL. 

The teacher during the first and second terms was Miss 
Epirna Axtpricu, and during the Winter Miss Atrice M. 
HeatH. Whole number of weeks instruction 30; whole 
number of pupils for the first term 44; for the second term | 
45; for the third term 24; average daily attendance for the 
year 28; number of visits by the school board during the 
year 9; number of visits by parents and others 30. During 
the last term this school was greatly diminished in attendance 
by the prevailence of whooping cough. 


THe Scuoot on Wesr HItu. 

During the Summer, this school was taught by Miss L. 
BELLE Davis, and during the Autumn by Miss Atice M. 
HeatH. Number of weeks instruction during the year 
19 2-5; number of pupils registered first term 10; second 
term 9; average daily attendance 7; number who have not 
been absent or tardy 1; visits by the school board 7; visits 
by parents and others 23. During the Fall term the con- 
dition of the school was very satisfactory both as to disei- 
pline and progress in study. 


ScHooLt on East Hitt. 
The teacher of this school was Mrs. Harrie J. PARKER. 
Number of weeks instruction 22; whole number of pupils 8 ; 
average daily attendance 5; number of pupils who have not 


17 
been absent, 3 for the first term and 4 for the second. This 
school has been reduced somewhat in numbers within the 
last two years. It is a question whether it should be contin- 
ued or whether the pupils should be conveyed to the village 
schools. 


ScHoot IN MERRIFIELD District. 


This little school. has been taught by Miss BeLLte Corey, 
two terms of six and eight weeks, in the house of Mr. Leon- 
ard Merrifield. There have been 5 scholars in’all who have 
not been absent a single half day during the year. ‘The 
school has been visited several times by the board, also by 
the neighbors who have been gratified by the interest mani- 
fested by teacher and scholars, and the commendable im- 
provement made. It is desirable that the old school house 
there should be repaired and utilized for the school.

We would say, in conclusion, that the importance of pro- 
viding for the education of all our children and youth can- 
not be over estimated. The provision made by the govern- 
ment for that purpose is wise and liberal, and if properly 
sustained and carried out by the joint efforts of school board, 
teachers, parents and scholars, our youth may be as well ed- 
ucated and prepared for the responsibilities of life as those 
of any other state. The co-operation of all good citizens in 
this matter is necessary to keep up and elevate the standard 
of public instruction, in order that our children may receive 
that benefit from the schools which the law contemplates. 
A good common education, with a good moral and religious 
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character is of far greater value to the rising generation than 
wealth or anything that wealth can procure. Our common 
schools are the glory of our state and nation, and one of the 
best safeguards of liberty and good government. If all our 
citizens were fully impressed with this idea, every child in 
the land might receive a good common education.

The Fire Wards hereby submit the following report: There have 
been three fires the past year; at the Town Hall in September, at 
C. D. Farrar’s dry house in Feb. 11 and at the hotel March 2. The 
value of our fire department was effectually demonstrated at the 
Town Hall and Hotel fires. The prompt and efficient work of our 
firemen has saved us thousands of dollars and mevits the thanks of 
every citizen. Demonstrated so-effectively then as the value of our 
fire department has been it is evident that no efforts should be spared 
to maintain and increase its facilities. Economy here is misplaced. 

The new hose bought in 1887 gives good service. We would re- 
commend the purchase of 300 of 400 feet additional hose which may 
prove of great value in time of need. The hotel fire showed our 
great need of a ladder truck with the necessary ladders. We depend 
now on private laddersand at the fire mentioned the firemen were 
seriously hindered by this very lack of the proper ladders. The en- 
gine is is in good order and is well kept. For its more efficient work- 
ing we would recommend the addition of 10 men to the company.
